Sir: I have the honor to subtr.it this report in 
compliance with a resolution of the Senate on the 
19th instant, a copy of which is annexed. 

The resolution calls for information concerning 
deposites in the United States bank of Pennsyl- 
vania; the sale of its third bond; the payment of 
its second one; and various other matters suppo- 
sed to be connected with those subjects. 

The transactions between the Treasury and 
the United States Bank of Pennsylvania, which 
seem to bo the general object cf these enquiries, 
have been as follows : 

1st. The sale to that institution of the stock 
held by the Government in the Bank of the U. 
States in pursuance of a law passed for that pur- 
pose, an account of which has been long sin/ce 
laid bef-re Cungress. 

2d. The receipt of payment from the United 
States Bank of Pennsy Iva nia for two of its bonds 
about the lime they became duo und which were 
given for that stock. 

3d. Collection made by the Bank for the U. 
States, in part payment ol their demand against 
the old Bank of Columbia, from which tho Bank 
of the United States had taken sacurily for its- 
elf and for the United Slates many years ago, 
and to the performance of which trust the United 
Statis Banket' Pennsylvania had succeeded 

4th. The payment by the latter Bank to the 
United States of the sum of $300,000 in money 
and $59,000 in Treasury notes, in hi half of and 
at the instance of the Bank of Kentucky, in dis- 
charge for so much ot its indebtedness tothe U. S. 

5lh. The sale to the United States Bank of 
Pennsylvania of the third bond due from it to the 
United States in execution of the act ot the last 
session authorizing it. 

With these exceptions, there have not been 
dealing of any description between this Depart- 
ment and the United States Bank of Pennsy l\ a 



State stock in the market, at very reduced pri- 
ces, the lower rate at which other securities of the 
Bank were selling, and the want of a guarantee 
by the United States, the sale was found, with 
the exception hereniier stated, to he wholly itn 
practicable in this country, and was expected to 
he so abroad, under the conditions prescribed in 
the act. Indeed no bids^were at any lime made 
for either of the bonds, in conformity to those 
conditions, except that of Charles Macalister, 
esqr. of Philadelphia, who offered to purchase 
both of them within the terms of tho law.

“The terms on which il was negotiated” were 
at tho par value of the bond at that time, com- 
puting i: under the limitations prescribed in the 
act of Congress, and the payment was expressly 
stipulated to he made in specie or its equivalent, 
aud placed to the credit of the Trens'uier in!

Dopa rtment bv the Bank to anticipate the pay-| 
leant of a portion of ihe debt due from it to the 
United S ates upon certain terms proposed by 
its agent. This application failed of effect, bo- 
cau»5 the Bank was dissatisfied wilh the condi- 
tions as to the kind of currency to be paid, which 
were prescribed by the department. I he cor- 
respondence upon that subject is considered lo 
be embraced within the cull of the Senate, and 
is hereunto annexed. Apprehending that the re- 
sources of the Treasury would not in the then 
deranged slate of the business and currency of 
the coun'ry, with certain imperfections that cx-. 
isted in the law as to Treasury notes, he suffi- 
cient to satisfy the appropriation made by Cuii- 
gr:s", the President, some months before the! 
adjournment of-ho last session, specially invited 
the attention ot both Houses to the necessity of 
further provison for the exigencies of the public 
service. 

An act was afterwards passed, authorizing an 
issue of new Treasury notes instend of the old 
ones paid in during the year. It becoming! obvi 
ous, that this measuro would not ot itselt be sul- 
ficient under the large appropriation contempla- 
ted, a bill was also reported allowing the sale ot 
the 3d and 4th bonds held by the Government 
against tho Bank. Tho hill, as reported and fi- 
nally passed, contained a restriction limbing the 
sale to “the par value ol'the bond sold at tho time 
of sale, calculated according to the rules for esti- 
mating tho par valuo of securities that have not of nmnev 
reached maturity,” and it conferred on the De- 
partment no authority to enter into nny guaran- 
tee by the United States of the uliimate payment 
of tho bonds. Approhensive 'hat it would be 
difficuli, if not impossible, to effect a sale of the 
bond of either of them upon these terms, the De- 
partment. whilst the bill was pending, opened a 
correspondence to ascertain whether the same 
could probably he accomplished, if the hill be- 
came a law. This correspondence is annexed 
The replies strengthened the apprehension be- 
fore entertained by the Department, anil tho re- 
sult was communicated to the chairman ot ihe ti 
nuncinl committees ot the two Houses belore the 
final action of Congress upon the bill. 

But the hill afterwards became a law without 
any alteration in the terms or any guarantee to 
bo given, on the part of the United Stutes. l’lic 
appropriations actually n ade, having proved to be 
unusually great, and the expenditures anticipated 
during the two next ensuing months being much 
larger in amount than the immediate means

Enquiry is next made as to the “particulars of 
any understanding or agreement, that Ihe pro

bursements °1 <he Government.” 

Those particulars, as shown in tho letters an- 
nexed, were, that the Bank should, without ex- 
pense or cost lo the United States, hold this 
money in special deposite to the credit of the 
Treasurer, till the same was wanted lor the pub- 
lic service, and should then pay his various 
drafts, as presented, without any charge to Ihe 
Treasury. 

The Department being dtrpnveJ of i s usual 
depositories, and the sum being very large, these 
stipulations were readily assented to. To avoid 
the payment of Ihe bond that was lo tall due on 
the 1st. of October, being made in new Treasury 
notes, not reissuable, nor available, in any way 
to discharge appropriations, and which event was 
apprehended by the Department, the written 
agreement was made with the Bank, which will j 
be found among the documents, stipulating, 
among other things, for the pa\ rr.ent of that bond, 
->n drafts to the public cre.’i i’rs. and in s; ecic or 
its equii alent. This though n I eral to the sale 
of the other bonds, was a putt ot the same ne- 
gotiation. 

It was very clear at the time, and has been 
confirmed by subsequent events, that the pay- 
ment by the Bank of its bond in such Treasury 
notes, and a failure lo make that arrangement 



balance standing weekly to the credit of the 
Treasurer in the Bank of the United States, its 
branches or agencies, whether subject to draft or 
not, as well us the weekly aggregate balance in 
the Treasury, from the time the first deposite was 
made in the said Bank of monies ai ising from tho 
payment or sale of its bonds up to the present 
period,” a'statemerit is annexed, which gives the 
particulars requested. 

It may bo propel* to add, in connection with 
these balances, tlint between tho suspension of 
specie payment and August, 1838, the receipts 
for duties, except alter May last, at New York 
and east of il, were not in any considerable de- 
gree in money, anil hence were not often to be 
drawn for or deposited any where. Besides what 
was in the United States Bank and the Mint, the 
money in the Treasury from April to September, 
which w as subject to draft, and available for gen- 
eral purposes, is believed to have been sometimes 
less than $200,000, and seldom to have equalled 
a million. 

Deprived as the Department was of most of 
its general depositories since the spring ot 1837, 
and without any specific, well guarded system 
instead of them, having been provided by law,! 
the drafts of Treasurer, when nny money was 
collected, as it has been largely since tho more 
general resumption ol specie payment in August,! 
were therefore, directed to he drawn first on those! 
collectors and receivers who had no hank of gen-! 
eral deposite, and resided near the place of dts-| 
bursement. I 

In this way most of the funds in tho hands ol 
collectors and receivers have been drawn for 
earliest, or the amounts in their hands kept low 
bv doposites-in appropriate hanks, while in gen- 
einl. little has been drawn from any hanks, ex- 
cept What was from timo to time to supply the 
deficiency. 

Consequently their aggregate balances have 
changed slowly in amount. But the binds due 
from°lhe United Slates Bank, and allowed to re- 
main there till wanted, being frequently needed 
at points where the money held by the collectors 
and receivers were small; have been drawn for 
mere rapidly than those in most other banks. 
Indeed, oil the 1 7i h instant they had been drawn 
for to an amodnl e'nunl to the whole of third bond 
sold, and all of the 'second bond afterwards paid, 
except $1,282,317, leaving still subject to draft 
only that ballance, and the amount ol $300,000 
which is assumed to pay to the United fetates tor 
the Bank of Kentucky. _ 

Information is also desired in the resolution 
concerning “all the blanches or agencies of tho 
said Bank of.the United States, on which the 
Treasury Department has drawn dralts, the 
amount of public money directed to be placed at 
each, and of the drafts severally drawn on them, 
and the rates of exchange between Philadelphia, 
and each of the places to which sums were or- 
dered to be transferred.”

The arrangements made with the banks, that 
hold r special deposite*, or deposi'es to the special 
credit of the Treasurer, have been regarded as 
temporary in their nature or character, and have 
in most cases therefore been informal. It hav- 
ing been expected that Congress would; at an 
early day, adopt some general system, that could 
bo carried into practical efi'cct on the subject of 
keeping the public monev; and comparitively 
few collections having been made, except in 
Treasury notes and Treasury drafts, since the 
suspension of specie payments, till within the 
last three months, the Department has deemed il 
most respectful to Congress, to abstain from adop- 
ting nny uniform and permanent arrangement on 
the subject of deposites in banks, not selected 
under the general deposite act, but to use them 
for the present at least, only as necessity should | 
require. 

The deposite act of Jnnp, 1836, not having 
been repealed, it is still the duty of the Depart- 
ment to place all of the public moneys in general 
deposite in banks, if suitable ones can he found 
which are in a condition to comply wilh the re-; 
quirements of that act, and are willing to take 
them. But as stilted in the annual report, a suf- 
ficient number of them lo satisfy the require- 
ments if that branch of the public service could 
not be found. No public moneys can by the ex- 
isting laws he deposited with collectors or re-| 
ceivers, except such as have been collected by! 
themselves. In the absence therefore, of a suf; 
fieient number of banks under the general de- 
posile act, and without n provision bv law for the 
deposite of the public moneys elsewhere, though 
anxiously desired by the Department, it has been 
obliged to employ other banks under its general 
powers, exercised since 1789, when not other- 
wise expressly provided by Congress. These 
have been used to keep such moneys ns accumu- 
lated in the hands of the collectors and receivers, 1 
beyond »lmt was deemed safe under their pres- 
ent securities and liabilities, and also such as 
were paid into tho Treasury from other sources- 

In cases of deposites in bank, made specially, 
the money has, in some instances, been placed in 
specie, in hoxe*, fastened up, and not to be with- 
drawn by the receiver or others, without the draft 
of the Treasurer on him, payable at the bank 
where the specie deposite was made. In other 
cases, it has been placed in specie, or hills of 
specie paying banks, to the credit of ihe Treasur- 
er, sometimes as “in special deposiies.” and 
sometimes as “in deposite to his special credii,” 
and allowing ihe hank lo have entire charge of it 
afterwards. 

But in all these latter cases, ns explained in 
ihe recent annual report on the finances, it is 
understood that the money is to lie kept ready 
for payment at any moment, but is not required 
to be set apart, or specially secured in a box, 
chest or bag. It may be paid out by the officers 
of the bank, on the draft of the Treasurer, with- 
out his presence or that of the depositor; and ac- 
cess must, of course, he constantly had to ii by 
those officers. 

No other course of deposite of our current 
funds is practicable in fiscal operations without 
incurring an expense which the Department, 
without express legislation, did not foel warranted 
in incurring, for ihe temporary objects content- 
plaieil during the Iasi few months. 

In answer to the further specific questions in 
the concluding clause of the resolution, it may be 
added that, in some of these cases, the kind of 
money deposited is stated by the receiver or col- 
lector, in his return, and in some it is reported 
by the banks. But it is always supposed to be 
in the legal currency. 

It is presumed that, in some cases, lire drafts 
are paid out of the identical money deposited, but 
in a few only that the precise money deposited 
is retained till then, and the balance remaining 
a part of ihe original deposile. 

Should Congress adjourn without making any 
new provision as lo the keeping of the public mo- 



■ ial points before it is disturbed, the flefn-Uu f n t 
would feel bound, under its supervisoiy du'i\ Of 
seeing that ibis money be kept safely as possible, 
to adept some uniform rule on the subject of de- 
posites. whether special or general, in hanks not 
able to be selected under the act of 1836. 

It would feel obliged, also, tn introduce some 
general sistem for its faithful custody till paid 
out, provided a sufficiency of banks, at suitable 
places, could not be obtained, in conformity to the 
(act. But it would deeply regret the necessity of 
! being left to the exercise of powers so wide end 
j general, powers so likely to be misused, misun* 
dcrsiood, and mist eprcserited, aud ardently hopes, 
as often slated on former occasions, to he reliev- 
ed from Ihe responsibility, as well as necessity, 
of doing it by some specific legislation for keep- 
ing ihe public money, which may be suited to Ihe 
present condition of the country, be susceptible 
of a safe, uniform, and practical operation, and 
afford those checks and securities which are so 
essential lo the preicrvntion of public morality, 
as well as public faith.

| The next number of the Westminister Review is to 
contain a long article in vindication of Lord Durham. 

Mr Wakefield has published a letter, denying the 
statement of Mr Roebuck and Mr Lal'ontaine, that he 
was employed by Lord Durham to negotiate with Mr 
Papincau. He says that he came to C anada strongly 
impressed with the opinion that the Canadians had just 
cause for dissatisfaction; that he was anxious to form a 
correct judgment in the matter, and seized every oppor- 
tunity of conversing freely with the soi-disant liberal 
party, especially with Messrs Morin and Lafontaine; 
that in these conversations he became satisfied of the 
improper course pursued by those gentlemen and oth- 
er Canadian leaders, an I so stated to them with all sin- 
cerity; that he then became desirous of conversing 
frankly also with Mr Papincau, hoping that he might 
be induced to exert his powerful influncc in diverting 
the other lenders of his countrymen from a course that 
could only produce greater calamities, and therefore 
proceeded to Saratoga with a letter of introduction to 
from Mr Simpson, but did not sec him, Mr Papincau be- 
ing absent at Ibc time. 

I Mr Wakefield declares, however, that Lord Durh m 
had no knowledge of or agency in his journey to Sarato- 
ga; and that lie never repeated to Lord Durham, or to any 
one connected with his mission, any of his conversa- 
tions with Messrs. Lafontaine and Morin — Ihut lie ever 
made any report on the subject of Lord Durham or any 
other person —and finally that he repeatedly assured 
them, in the presence of Mr Simpson, that he had no 
mission from Lord Durham, and acted solely for himself, 
merely as a well wisher of 1 heirs, who had a perfect right 
to do and say what he pleased without any reference 
to Lord Durham. He declared to them over and over, 
that he would not act as an agent between them and 
the government. 

In conclusion Mr Wakefield says that he has been 
compelled to abandon the opinions with which he went 
! to Canada. That he was misled, like many others by a 
j course of misrepresentation — a regular system of delu- 
sion, which occasions the most erroneous viw in Eng- 
land as to the nature of the dispute in Lower Canada, 

1 and has a still more mischievous effect in deceiving the 
French Canadians as to the state of feeling in England, 
touching their position and objects. 

The nature of that dispute, lie says, and the state ofj 
affairs in the province, will be truly made known, be- 
fore long, in F.ngland; when many will have to wonder 
at the depth of their ignor .nce, 

I A special meeting of the Chamber of Commerce of 
Manchester has been called, to consider the propriety of 
petitioning for a repeal of the corn laws. 

The papers give alarming accounts of the slate of dis- 
satisfaction and distress in the agricultural districts. —

FRANCE. 

The adherence of tits French government is announ- 
ced, to the treaty recently concluded between Great

! about the threats of Russia, to look upon it as a declara- 
tion of war by Turkey. 

The Paris papers say that an army of 40,000 men has 
been ordered to the Northern frontier, in conscquonce 
of the unsettled state of affairs between Holland and 
Belgium 

Much excitement had been caused in Paris by the 
death of acitrzen, who wasahnt by one of the sentinels 
on guard at the Tuilcries. The man was ordered by 
the soldier to go put of a certain path in the gardens, 
and not obeying was shot dead. The soldier was lobe 
tried by court martial. The King had sent 1000 fr ncs 
to the father of the man w-ho was killed, and ordered that 
a ptnsion of 3000 francs for life should be settled on 
him. The slain man was himself a soldier, on furlough.

An ordinance to amend an ordinance, in relation to, 
the. granting of Licenses: — 

Whereas, by the 11th section of an act, passed by 
the Legislature of Kentucky, entitled an act to amend i 
an act, approved Dec. 8, 1831, entitled an act, to incor- 
porate the City of Lexington, it was enacted, “that no 
license to keep a coffee house or victualling house, or a ! 
house for retailing spirituous or other liquors, shall be 
granted by the council upon the payment of a Bum of 
money less than one hundred dollars:’* And whereas, 
by the existing ordinances, tavern licenses* arc granted, 
permitting the retailing of spirituous and other liquors,' 
Tor a less sum than $100,-— therefore, 

Skc. 1. Be it ordained by the Mayor and Board of Conn - 1 
oilmen of the ( ity of Lexington , That hereafter, no ’ 
tavern license shall be granted, with a license to retail 
liquors, except upon the payment to the City Treasurer 
of the sum of one hundred dollars in advance. 

Sect. 2. Be it further ordained , That hereafter no: 
license, to keep a coffee house, porter house, victualling j 
house, or any other license for the retailing of spiritu- 
ous or other liquors, (except tavern licenses as above) I 
shall he granted, except upon the payment, in advance 
to the City Treasurer, of on annual tux of two hundred 
and fifty dollars; and not then, unless the applicant cant 
produce to tfcfl Mayor and Council tho written petition, ‘ 
in favor of the same, of the bona fide house keepers oT the 
tenements on the square upon which said coffee house, 
or other houses for retailing a? aforesaid, in proposed to 
be kept, and of those on that portion of the square oppo- 
site said house, fronting on the same street with said 
house proposed to be licensed, and the clerk of the City 
is directed to describe the location of each house to the 
occupant of which a license may issue, on the body of 
said license, and upon the Records of the city. 

Sect. 3. Be it further ordained, That licenses may 
be granted by the Mayor and Board of Councilman to 
such persons as may apply, therefore to keep taverns or 
confectionaries, without the retail of spirituous or other 
liquors, upon the payment in advance, to the City 
Treasurer, of the annual tax of twenty dollars: Provi- 
ded, that the person obtaining such license shall take an 
oath, before the Mayor and Council, or produce to them 
a certificate of n justice of the peace, that he or she has 
taken said oath, prior to the issuing of such license, 
that he or she will not, during the conti nuancVof such 
license, retail any spirituous or other liquors, nor keep 
the same to be given away as an inducement, either di- 
rectly or indirectly, to the obtaining of custom to their 
house or houses then licensed. 

Sect. 4. Be it further ordained , That should any 
person sell or retail any spiritous or others liquors, or 
keep a tavern, or other public houses of entertainment, 
without having first obtained a license therefore, agree- 
ably to the ordinances, he or she, so offending, shall 
forfeit and pay to the use of the City, the sum of 820 for 
each offence, to be enforced by indictment or by war- 
rant, in the name of the city.

Resolved , That this C ouncil will not grant tavern 
license to any one, unless they arc satisfied that the 
person applying therefor, intends bona fide, to keep a 
tavern, and not a tipling house, unless, also they ore 
satisfied that the tavern applied foi shall be necessary 
and proper for the accommodation of ti c public. 

Resolved , That in the opinion of this Council, eight 
taverns, with license to retail, are abundant for the ne- 
cessities of the city, nnd that not more than that number 
shall be granted during any one year.
